REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

The present application includes pending claims 1-30, all of which have 
been rejected. Claims 1-18 and 29-30 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,795,205 issued to Gacek 
("Gacek"). Claims 26-28 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication No. 20020135808 issued to Parry ("Parry"). 
Claims 19-25 have been allowed. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-18 and 26-30 have been cancelled without 
prejudice. Therefore, the Applicants reserve the right to file a continuation 
application and prosecute the cancelled claims 1-18 and 26-30 in the continuation 
application. 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the favorable consideration and 
allowance of claims 19-25.
